quate appropriations of federal funds 
to fight the menace.

Ample funds, which can be obtained 
only through congressional appropria- 
tion, are the first requirement for the 
war which is to be waged. all leaders 
agree. Congress will be urged by 
every southern senator and congress- 
man to make an allotment of money to 
this cause which will assure those 
who direct the campaign against the 
screw worm that they will never lack 
any equipment or material that money 


can buy. 
Experts in Field. 

Insect experts of the federal bureau 
of entomology and gg quarantine 
have, in recent weeks, been making 
intensive study of the screw worm 
situation in Georgia. Dr. F. ©. 
Bishop, in charge of the division of 
insects affecting men and animals, is 
quoted as saying “the situation has 
been mighty serious in Georgia and 
other southeastern states” while at 
the same time he admitted that his 
bureau has not yet discovered how 
best to fight’ the pest. 

The screw worm is steadily .ad- 
vancing. To date the defending forces 
have made little impression on the re- 
léentless enemy and, unless desperate 
steps are quickly taken, cattle, hogs, 
sheep and other creatures of the farm 
will be wiped out in this state within 
the next few years, it is definitely 
stated by all men in position to know.

Pan-American Ready for 
Training Work in At- 
lantic, Caribbean. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—()—Ameri- 
ean aviation within the next few 
months will project new aerial trade 
routes over the Pacific ocean to tap 
the orient’s world markets. 

Experimental service between the 
mainland of the United States and 
Canton, China, is to be inaugurated 
this spring by Pan-American Airways 
in establishing flying routes and sched- 


ules that are expected within a year 
to bring the orient. 60 hours from 
Pacific coast cities. 

Comparable in trade significance 
with the advent of the American clip- 
per ships of the nineteenth century, 
the trans-Pacific transport flights will 
be the initial bid of international avia- 
tion for transoceanic transport trade. 

Pan-American, it became known 
definitely, will launch this service this 
spring in a series of flights over a 
route 8,780 miles long. The longest 
over-water hop will. be that of 2,400 
miles between California and Hawaii. 

P Air Route. 

Pan-American’s projected trade 
route, it was learned, is over six easy 
legs—-California to Hawaii, Hawaii to 
Midway island, Midway to Wake 
island, Wake to Guam, Guam to 
Manila and Manila to Canton.

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—(?)—A 30- 
hour working week with increased 
wages, was advocated today as one 
means of avoiding a “reaction” ex- 
tremely dangerous to democratic gov- 
ernment, by Representative William P.

Within 10 to 
12 hours the eggs hatch into mag- 
gots which destroy the tissues, en- 
large the wound and attract more 
egg-laying flies. Finally, as the in- 
fection spreads, vital organs are at- 
tacked or the animal dies of the poi- 
sons absorbed.

Georgia livestock men are pouring 
thousands of letters into. Washington, 
appealing for help. Officials of the 
federal department of agriculture are 
keenly alive to the danger and ex- 
perts are now in Georgia studying 
the insect enemy and seeking to find 
a means of destroying the menace, 
They are handicapped, however, by 
small funds, their only resources being 
$7,500 recently allotted to state funds 
being used in the fight. 

Meanwhile herds of fine beef cattle 
are being gradually decimated; droves 
of purebred hogs have been invaded, 
and owners see their prize stock: be- 
come victims of the deadly pest, while 
the almost infant state industry of 
sheep raising faces a death blow. 

Stock Owners Discouraged. 

Progressive Georgians who have 
spent years and thousands of dollars 
in building stock -foundations that 
would eventually make Georgia one of 
the leading livestock states of the na- 
tion, are discouraged. Many have 
ceased attempts to increase herds of 
cattle and droves of hogs and sheep. 
They are losing stock so rapidly they 
believe it useless to continue. 

Even newly-born calves, pigs and 
lambs are infested and become victims 
of the screw worm before they are an 
hour old, and in many .instances their 


‘dams are attacked. 


Officials of the federal department 
of agriculture are keenly alive to the 
reported threatened extinction of the 
livestock industry in Georgia by the 
screw worm fly and desire to render 
assistance in controlling the pest, 
states Gladstone Williams, The Con- 
stitution’s Washington representative, 
who interviewed Dr. F. C. Bishop, in 
charge of the division of insects af- 
fecting man and animals, bureau of 
entomology and plant quarantine. 

It is stated that thousands of let- 
ters and wire appeals from discour- 
aged and scared stockmen of Georgia 
are flooding the office of Dr. Bishop, 
and both Senators Walter F. George 
and Richard B. Russell Jr., as well 
as a number of Georgia representa- 
tives in congress have appealed to him 
personally for renewed efforts on the 
part of the federal government in or- 
der that the screw worm may be more 
effectively controlled or eradicated. 

Situation “Mighty Serious.” 

According to Dr. Bishop, the screw 
worm situation “has been mighty se- 
rious in Georgia and other southeast- 
ern states,” and during late weeks the 
pest has been intensively studied by 
insect. experts. Dr. Bishop said that 
more federal funds would help a great 
deal, and pointed out that in co-op- 
eration with the state relief adminis- 
tration $7,500 was recently allotted

available a number of insect special- 
ists were engaged in intensive re- 
search work that it was hoped would 
make the fightp easier and less ex- 
pensive.

WASHINGTON, Dec. &.—Officials 
of the department of agriculture are 
keenly alive to the reported threatened 
extinction of the live stock industry in 
Georgia by the screw worm fly and 
has prepared to render every assist- 
ance in controlling the pest, it was de- 
clared here today. 

According to Dr. F. C. Bishop, in 
charge of the divison of insects af- 
fecting man and animals, bureau of 
entomology and plant quarantine, the 
screw worm situation “has _ been 
mighty serious in Georgia and other 
southeastern states,” and during late 
weeks the pest has been intensively 
studied by insect experts. 

Literally, thousands of letters and 
wire appeals from discouraged and 
scared stockmen of the state are flood- 
ing the office of Dr. Bishop,..who is 
in direct charge of the fight against 
the’ pest for the department afd beth 
Senators ‘Walter F. George and

Early Progress Promised.

Brands Invited Pest. 

“What probably happened,” he 
said, “‘was that stockmen and farm- 
ers, who contracted to pasture these 
cattle, invited the laying of eggs by 
the flies when they branded or ear- 
marked these cattle and then turned 
them out onto the open range to 
forage. The flies will attack any 
bleeding sores if they be on warm- 
blooded animals.” 

“All dead animals.” Dr. Bishop de- 
clared, “invite the screw worm fly to 
lay its eggs.in the tissues of the 
dead animals. Until recently we did 
not know that there were two dis- 
tinct specie of the screw worm fli 
neither of which can be distinguish 
except by the use of powerful micro- 
scopes. One of the specie is primar- 
ily a warm Dlooded animal, and it 
is usually the first to attack. The 
other species usually invades the 
wounds a little later, but the two 
may be present in the same wound. 
The maggots of certain other ‘blow 
flies’ may also be ‘found in wounds 
and in the soiled wool of sheep. These 
various blow flies breed in carcasses 
of dead birds and animals. The num- 
ber of flies produced. depends, of 
course, upon the size of the carcass. 
of a horse or cow will breed about 
one million flies.”

Vigilance and proper methods 
of eantro] and treatment will prevent 
losses or reduce them to ea small fig- 
ure. If these things are not attended 
to the screw worm will cause Georgia 
livestock owners heavy losses and 
might even ruin the. state’s growing 
livestock industry.” — 

The Constitution is delighted to in- 
form livestock men of the state that 
Senators George and Russell have 
been diligent ine urging the federal 
department to greater efforts to 
stamp out the pest: In this they will 
backed by every Georgia member 


in co-operation with the state relief 
administration $7,500 was recently al- 
lott-d Georgia to supplement state and 
federal funds being used to fight the 
pest. 

“We are working in friendly spirit 
and co-operation with the state ento- 
mologist, the state veterinarian of the 
board of agriculture. the state for- 
éster, the agricultural extension serv- 
ice and the state experiment station,” 
he said, “but I am sorry to say that | 
both the state and our department 
have been severely handicapped by the 
lack of funds.” 

Everything Possible Done. 

He explained that with funds now 
available for the fight, everything pos- 
sible was being done and that a large 
number of insect specialists were en- 
gaged in intensive research work that, 
it is hoped, will make the fight easier 
and less expensive. Dr. Bishop frank- 
ly admitted, however, that the pest had 
not been brought under control apd 
that during the current year the screw 
worm was a great menace in the 
southeast because of the department’s 
unfamiliarity with it. 

“We don’t yet know how to fight 
it,” he asserted, “although it has been 
common in Texas for a great many 
years. Last year the pest spread 
from south Georgia and northern 
Florida and has lately caused serious 
loss of life among cattle, sheep, hogs, 
goats, horses, mules and dogs, and 
in a less serious way, human life. 
To meet this emergency the bureau 
of entomolbgy and plant quarantine 
drafted a number of insect experts 
who have been working with the pest 
in Texas and scattered them over the 
southeast, especially Georgia, to co- 
ordinate the work and supervise ac- 
tivities incident to control. The pest 
has been prevalent this year in Geor- 
gia, Florida, Mississippi, Alabama, 
South Carolina, Louisiana and Texas. 
We have been fighting it all across 
the Gulf states. Its complete eradi- 
cation seems impossible because the 
fly is a native American species, hav- 
ing its habitat on both the north and 
south continent.” 

To Continue Research. 

Questioned as to what relief meas- 
ures his bureau had under consid- 
eration other than what already was 
being done, he declared that they 
would: continue their research and go 
just as- far as their limited funds 
would permit. 

For many years the screw worm 
has been a live stock pest of major 
importance in Texas and other south- 
western states, it was said; The ani- 
mal loss. in Texas alone has been 
esti at from $4,000,000 to 
$10,000,000. 

Sporadic outbreaks of this insect 
have occurred Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi and Alabama, but it was not a 
problem in Georgia and Florida until 
1933. The first cases were reported’ 
from near the Georgia-Florida line 
in July of that year. Late in the 
summer and in the fall many animals 
were jnfested in the southern coun- 
ties of Georgia and in northern 
Florida. 

In May, of this year, screw worms 
began to attack live stock in the 


ing more flies. pee the vital or- 
gans are exposed or the poisons from 
the extensive wounds are absorbed 
and the animal dies. The worms be- 
come grown (about 2-3 inch long) in 
five to six days, then they leave the 
wound or carcass, burrow into the 
round and change jnto flies three to 
ourteen days later. 

Deer and other \7ild animals are 
frequently infested and people are 
also attacked. Exposed wounds in 
men may be invaded and the maggots 
are occasionally found in the nose, 
the flies being attracted by catarrhal 
conditions or nose-bleed. Dr. Bishop 
said that sleeping out of doors with- 
out proper protection from the ele- 
ments invites attacks by the flies, 
especially if the sleeper were suffer- 
ing from any minor exposed wounds 
or scratches. 

“According to letters received in 
this bureau from various sections of 
the country,” Dr. Sishop declared, “a 
large number of pevyle have been at- 
tacked by screw worms and there have 
been many deaths, but no authentic 
reports on this alleged condition have 
yet been received from our field men.”

Editor's Note: A. C. Lasher, of 783 Clemont drive, N. E., became in- 
terested in astronomy 12 years ggo on a trip in the west. Noticing the 
constellation of Orion, he determined to find out what it was. When he 
returned home he looked it up, and found the subject so interesting that 
he started to study astronomy. The result of this study is the celestial 
globe shown above, which Mr. Lasher made in his spare moments over 
a period of three months, Mr. Lasher teaches Scout Troop No. 31 each 
Friday night and has had two of his pupils achieve the difficult merit badge 


in astronomy.

No, it is not a -bird cage, this as- 
sembly of metal bands and wires. It 
is a model of the solar system and 
the celestial sphere. At least that 
is what it is to the Boy Scouts and 
the Girl Scouts, who use it in con- 
nection with their studies of astron- 
omy. ~ 
A general knowledge of the nature, 
positions and movements of the heav- 
enly bodies is a pose of the require- 
ments for a proficiency badge or a 
merit badge in astronomy. ‘The num- 
ber of Scouts who have earned such 
badges is not large in comparison with 
the number attained in some of the 
more popular | activities, yet lately 
there seems to be increasing interest 
in this subject, both on the part of 
the young people and the public in 
general. 

When the writer began teaching 
astronomy to the boys and girls of 
his neighborhood, he soon found the 
surest way to get their young minds 
to. grasp the simple, yet unfamiliar 
facts concerning the heavenly bodies, 
was by the use of various mechanical 
devices. These devices, in most cases, 
were hurfiedly constructed during 
class and at best were extremely crude 
and unstable. The model illustrated 
herewith is a composite of a number 
of these crude devices. It is more 
permanent in character and it serves 
admirably to demonstrate the elemen- 
tary principles of practical astronomy. 

Imaginary Sphere. 

In practical astrogomy, only meas- 
urements of the directions and not the 
distances of the heavenly bodies is 
required. It is therefore found con- 
venient to regard all. stars as being 
situated on the inside surface of an 
imaginary hollow sphere, whose radius 


is infinite. This immense imaginary 
hollow sphere is called the celestial 
sphere. 


In the building of the model, use 
was made of the above principle of 
the hollow sphere. The radius, how- 
ever, instead of being infinite is 15 
inches. The surface of the model is 
made up of metal bands and wires. 
The bands represent the more im- 
portant of the astromonical lines or 
circles, such as the celestial equator, 
the ecliptic, the equinoxes and the 
solstices, while the wires symbolize 
such circles of lesser importance as 
the hour circles of right ascension 
and the parallels of declination. 

Attached to the inside surface of 
the network of bands and wires are 
the brighter stars of some of the prin- 
cipal constellations. Glass beads of 
various sizes and colors represent, 
roughly, the comparative brightness 
and color of thé respective stars. The 
glass beads of each cluster are joined 
together by small wires, thus outlin- 
ing the constellations. 


Locating Stars. 


The regular spacing of the hour 
circles of. right ascension and the 
parallels of declination, render it con- 
venient to correctly locate any star, 
on the model sphere in exactly the 
Same manner that earthly places are 
located on maps or on globes, by 
means of longitude and latitude. 


Within the celestial sphere is a 
model of the solar system. This con- 
sists of a series of concentric, circu- 
lar, or almost circular, orbits upon 
which are placed a number of balls. 
The balls are so arranged that they 
may be moved about readily just as 
the real planets move in their several 
journeys around the sun. 


Conan Doyle’s Widow and Children 


Claim S piritualistic Communication

Lady Canon Doyle, widow of the 
late Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, immor- 
tal creator of Sherlock Holmes, and 
in his later years world’s leading 

ponent of spiritualism, writes me 

om England that she and her ¢hil- 
dren are in constant communication 
with him. 

Her message—a moving testimony 
of great gaith and love—was written 
from her charming old-world home in 
Crowborough, Sussex. In the lovely 
garden of that home, which radiates 
warmth and friendliness, is Sir Ar- 
thur’s grave, for his loved ones re- 
fused to be separated from him. 
Speaking for herself and her chil- 
dren, she says in part: 

“IT may tell you that we have 
been in constant communication ever 
since his dear physical presence left 
us. You can imagine the immeasurable 
comfort and help it has been to my 
children and myself. ‘i tec: Se 
truly tell you that my children and 
I have 100 per cent evidence of his 
continued loving care of us and his 
knowledge of the s~allest detail con- 
cerning our lives.” 

Conan Doyle died four years ago in 
the firm belief that the spirits of the 
so-called dead remained in communi- 
eation with the earth. Indeed, he 
went much further, for he made the 
startling statement to me in_ the 
course of long and never-to-be-forgot- 
ten chats that spirits were able in 
some cascs to materialize themselves ; 
that is, to appear in human form, 
and even to exert nhysical force. 

The last time I saw Doyle, iust 
before he died, was in the psychic 
book shop which he had established 
under the shadows of Westminster 
Abbey. He ran this shop himself, and 
from it supplied p2ople in all parts 
of the world with psychic works. 
There one could find anything in 
this line—books on __ spiritualism; 
treatises on crystal gazing, with the 


‘erystals themselves; ghost stories and 


what not. In the basement was a 


psychic museum, containing spirit pho- 


tographs and all manner of things 


| pertaining to the other world. 


Sir Arthur maintained the shop at 
great expense to himself to further 
his cause. Still, the expenditure didn’t 
worry him, for he was wealthy. 

“I am in a position to do it,” he 
smiled at me. “I might play about 
with a steam yacht, or own race 
horses. I prefer to do this.” 

He was so sincerely bound up in 
this crusade that he had vanes 
abandoned the fiction writing whic 
had made him famous. In a way his 
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admirers thought his position was al- 
most as for many of the peo- 
ple w o used to idolize him as one 
of the literary geniuses of generations 
had turned against him because of 
his_ belief in spiritualism. 

Time was when the gilded salons 

were eager for the wresence of this 
striking personality, with his viking 
Stature. The world used to bow down 
to him, and his king knighted him. 
But when he took up spiritualism, 
much of this adulation ended and I 
have heard him tell with tears in 
his eyes how he was no longer wanted 
by many of his old acquaintanc>s be- 
catse he was the leader of what he 
himself characterized as an unpopular 
crusade. 
_ Conan Doyle told me of most aiaz- 
ing things he had encountered in 
connection with the spirit world, For 
example, speaking of materialization. 
he related an inst-~ce of an evil 
spirit which used to materialize in 
a home which he and spiritualistic 
friends visited. On one occasion this 
spirit—that of villainous appearing 
man—materialized and severely man- 
handled a member of the party. There 
are, Sir Arthur explained, both good 
and bad spirits. 

Conan oyle and the late Harry 
Houdini, the great magician, were 
close friends, albeit at logger-heads 
over the question of spiritualism. 
Houdini derided the idea. But Conan 
Doyle told me there was no question 
but that Houdini achieved hig mar- 
vels by psychic means. Sir Arthur 
said Houdini “didn’t dare admit this, 
because he would be laughed off the 
stage if he did. This warfare pro- 
ceeded between the two until Hou- 
dini died, about two years before his 
friend. 

Sir Arthur declared positively— 
and he was very warm on the subject 
of Houdini—that the magician used 
psychic mgans in performing the sen- 
sational feat of escaping after he 
had been handcuffed. locked in an 
iron chest and sunk in deep water. 

Conan Dovle argued that obviously 


‘Houdini achieved this by demateria!- 


izing himself so that he could escape 
through the cracks of the chest. Hav- 
ing got out, Houdini materialized him- 
self again. 

Houdini always denied emphatically 
any belief in any such talk, but he 
had one of the finest libraries of 
psychic works in the world, and this 
was the joy of Conan Doyle. 

This is not a brief for or against 
spiritualism. Frankly I don't know 
enough about the subject to venture 
an opinion. All I can say is that. 
Conan Doyle had one of the most’ 
magnificent brains I have encountered.

go to General Craig, or one of three 
or four other officers, including Gen- 
eral Moseley. 

Major General Frank R. McCoy, 
who formerly commanded the fourth 
corps area and is widely known as & 
diplomat, is understood to be the presi- 
dent’s d choice with General 
Moseley third and Major General 
George Simonds, at present command- 
ant of the Army War College, fourth. 
General McCoy, who left here four 
years ago to supervise ah election in 
Nicatagua, one of the many impor- 
tant tasks he has performed for the 
state department, at present is in 
command of the seventh corps area 
at Omaha. 

Intense interest is being shown

Adamless Eve, Mate of Dr. Ritter, 
To Quit Galapagos Garden ot Eden 


LOS ANGELES, Dee. 8.—(A)— 
The Adamless Eve. of -Galapagos is 
going home. 

There were no snakes in her garden 
of Eden, on, the loneliest inhabited 
island in the world. Some of _ the 


world’s largest lizards ‘shared her 
Utopia, but they didn’t bring thé 
downfall of: her earthly paradise. 

Ie first was the turmoil in the 
fantastic rise and fall of a bizarre 
empire, ruled by a self-styled em- 
press, whose court robe was a pdr 
of abbreviated silk panties and whose 
scepter was a pistol dangling. from 
her waist by a silken cord. 

But she vanished... Then death 
struck. The Galapagos Adam, .Dr. 
Frederick Ritter, died from a stroke 
November 21. ' 

And so this Eve. Frau Dore Strauch 
Koerwin, wearing a one-piece dress 
that typifies the end of her nude 
life and abandonment of her garden 
of Eden, told Captain G. Allen Han- 
eock, Los Angeles patron of science, 
that she will board his exploration 
eruiser, Velero III, and start back to 
Berlin, whence she fled six years 
ago. , 

This was the news radioed by Cap- 
tain Hancotk from his cruiser bear- 
ing a Smithsonian Institution party 
which is anchored at Black’ Beach 
road anchorage. at the old convict 
island of Charles, in the Galapagos 
archipelago. 

Cantain Hancock said he will con- 
vey Frau Dore to Guaysquil. Ecuador. 
There, through Captain Hancock's 
kindness, she will purchase the first 
clothes she has bought in more #han 
six years, and get a ticket hack to 
Germany. 

This recalls, the’ party that was 
given in 1928 in the Berlin home of 
Dr. Ritter. He was a dental research 
expert and raw food faddist. He was 
an inventor, too, credited with making 
the first stainless steel plates for den- 
tition. A dreamer, for 25 years he 
had thought of finding a paradise in 
some lonely island in the Pacific 
far from civilization, : where he could 
establish a hermitage. He had talked 
of: this with Frau Dore Strauch 
Koerwin, -one of his patients, who 
liked his ideas about raw. foods. 

The talk turned to .plans for a 
Garden of Eden. Then this party in 

Dr. Ritter’s wife. an opera 
singer, entertained. Frau Dore’s hus 
band. a Berlin gymnasium professor. 
was there too. Finally the guests

Ritter and his mate, who went 
about their new island home uncilad, 
struggled hard against nature in the 
raw, but. were happy. Two years 
later another German family went 
there, Albert Charles Whittman, 
known also as Wittmer, his wife, Mar- 
garet, and a 12-year-old blind stepson. 

Three years ago the sensational 
Baroness Eloise Bonsquet de Wagner 
eame from Paris and Vienna with 
two men.

‘Now she has vanished with one of 
her companions, Dr. Robert Philip- 
son. The thirst-ravaged body of the 
other, Alfred Rudolph Lorenz, was 
found three weeks ago on a waterless 
island a hundred miles away. Cap- 
tain Hancock reported. this week he 
had learned the baroness had driven 
Lorenz from the island. 

Last January Captain. Hancock 
bronght a pitiable plea from Frau 
M. Strauch. of Berlin, mother of the 
Galapagos Eve, that her daughter re- 
turn to Berlin. The Eve decided to 
remain with her mate. 

Now tragedy has turned her 
thoughts. to her mother and she is 
going home. ¢

R. Austin Freeman, whose Dr.

“For the Defense: Dr. Thorndyke.” 
In fact he has revealed his “mystery 
in the first half of the book, devoting 
the last half to the brilliance of Dr. 
Thorndyke in defending successfully 
the innocent victim of circumstances. 

The tale is based on the unusual, 
but the possible situation of Andrew 
Barton, a respected artist who falls 
under suspicion of having committed 
a serious crime. In his panic, he

on. 

“The Spiked Lion,” with Anthony

All the ingredients for the making 
of a good detective yarn are present 
in this story of the murder of three 
seemingly unrelated men. Anthony 
Bathurst, as the extraordinary ama- 
teur detective, is called in and brings 
the three together.

| Readin’ ’n’ ’Ritin’ 


The majority of us knows, of 
course, just how a newspaper 
should be run. Therefore, read- 
ers of this column may be inter- 
ested in a further discussion. of 
Stanley Walker’s notable “City 
Editor.” If it were not already 
known that Mr. Walker is a 
southerner, one would suspect it 
after reading his chapter caption- 
ed “A Gallery of Angels.” It is 
devoted to women newspaper 
workers, and bears evidences of 
the existing if modified inhos- 
pitality of men south of Mason’s 
and Dixon’s line to women in 
business. But we still.take off our 
hats when there is a woman in 
the elevator and, occasionally, sur- 
rénder to her a seat ina bus or 
street car. 

It has been this columh’s good 
fortune to meet few newspaper- 
women of the type which seems 
to have confirmed Mr. Walker’s 
traditional inhibition against wo- 
men at work. He intimates that 
newspaperwomen are slovenly in 
habits of mind, and in workman- 
ship—that they won’t look up 
names and facts. These impres- 
sions are éntirely opposed to 
those which linger in the mind of 
a former city editor. He found 
that women, particularly in the 
women’s pages—society, federat- 
ed clubs, P.-T. A., and church 
news—seldom write a name inac- 
curately and are alert in their ef- 
forts to ‘record with precision 
even the minutest details. 

All is not gloom in Mr. Wal- 
ker’s comments on the “‘ladies 
of the press,” for he is warm in 
praise of. several women special 
writers. But he seems somewhat 
scant in his mention of Anne 
O’Hare McCormick, who writes 
with an informed clarity that 
should be the envy as well as the 
criterion of every reporter—man 
or woman—who takes a pride in 
craftsmanship. Incidentally, the 
most versatile and one of the 
most courageous as well as one of 
the ablest newspaperwomen this 
column has ever met is a south- 
erner. 


Mr. Walker would have found 
his readers interested in the 
chapter on “Newspaper Style and 
‘Don’ts’,”” even if it had occupied 
twice as ‘much space as he devot- 
ed to it. This chapter is illumi- 
nating, sound and to the point. 
One wonders’ what Mr. Walker 
thinks of “‘Aren’t I,”’ now in use 
by English writers, and ‘“‘brides- 
men,” which finds its way into 
certain society columns. Since 


+ Mr. Walker makes no mention of 


them, perhaps the New York re- 
porters, also avoid writing “he 
was rushed to the hospital,”’ “the 
vicinity was combed,” “a dragnet 
was thrown out,” “burly,” ‘“‘griz- 
zled,”” “high-powered car,” ‘‘in- 
trepid flyer,” “the performance 
was staged.”” And do cosmopoli- 
tan reporters write “unravel” 
when they mean “rayel’’? 
There is one adverse criticism 
which - might be made on this 
chapter—Mr. Walker’s assertion 
that “Dickens was a money-grub- 
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ber and a hack, but a genius in 
reporting.” Certainly Alexander 
Woollcott, who wrote the fore 
word to “City Editor,” is not in 
sympathy with Mr. Walker’s dog- 
matic description of one of the 
greatest of novelists who was also 
a great reporter. 


Final word on “City Editor’: 
Why did not Mr. Walker tell us 
something about William  C. 
Reick, the noted city editor of the 
New York Herald of the younger 
Bennett’s days? No city editor 
before or since Reick’s days on 
the Herald possessed the full au- 
thority which Bennett permitted 
the former to exercise. It was 
said that Bennett grew jealous of 
Reick. This statement may or 
may not be accurate, but they 
parted. Reick went first to the 
New York Times and later bought 
the New York Sun. It has been 
told that on one occasion, almost 
two years before Bennett’s death, 
the publisher said: 

“Half the things 
credit for, I did.” 

And the listener replied: ‘Mr. 
Bennett, you should have kept 
him for the other half.’

The Erasmus embodied in Zweig’s 
notable book is equally a fighter and 
writer, as well as a propagandist who 
hesitated to follow where his. own 
writings inevitably led. To those of 
us who have not sought at the fountain 
head the facts of Erasmus’ picturesque 
life, scholarly attainments and devo- 
tion to humanism, Zweig presents a 
somewhat one-sided image of the great 


| Dutchman who was born a quarter of 


a century before Columbus discovered 
America. The picture of Erasmus in 
the mind of the average reader, one 
ventures to say, is that of a cloistered 


sage who dared to stand against 
church and king and who, when others 
feared even to w a complaint, 
opposed boldly in tten words every 
form of injustice, tolerance and 


Yet the great humanist was per- 
sistently averse from taking sides, and 
his judicial spirit might well be illus- 
trated by the anecdote of the monk 
who discovered two knights fighting 
furiously over the color of a eld. 
The two gallants approached the shield 
from opposite sides and stopped to 


salute, 
on. beautiful black shield,” said one 
t. 
“Pardon,” quoth the second knight. 
a beautiful shield, but the color 
is white.” 


The knights dismounted, each with 
sword in hand, and were in full heat 
of combat when a monk strolled up 
and inquired what had caused the 
encounter. The two knights told their 
story. The monk looked at one side 
of the shield—it was black; the re- 
verse side was white. The monk chided 
the two knights for their hasty judg- 
ment and intolerance and went on h 


way. 

Like the monk, Erasmus, accordin 
to Zweig, believed that “nearly 
the conflicts arising between men and 
peoples could be adjusted happily 
through a little wer on both sides.” 
On is ground, “Hrasmus set his 
face against every form of fanaticism, 
whether religious, national, or phil- 
osophical, considering it the prime 
enemy of mutual understanding.” And 
he “detested bigotry in all its man- 
ifestations.” In short Erasmus not 
only exercised freedom of speech and 
conscience, but he granted to every 
other man that identical right. 

None other in the fifteenth or early 
sixteenth century used openly language 
as strong as that of Erasmus when 
he wrote, “The people build cities, 
princes pull them down; the industry 
of citizens creates wealth for rapacious 
lords to plunder; plebeian magistrates 
make good laws for kings to violate; 
the people love peace, and their rulers 
make war.” 

It is in respect to Hrasmus’ gifts 
as a scholar and writer that Zweig’s 
account of him seems to fall short. 
But perhaps it was necessary to the 
pattern of his book that the biogra- 


ailed to emphasize the literary genius 
of Erasmus and presented him largely 
as a controversialist with a one-idea 
fixation. Erasmus has been called “the 
first man of letters who had appeared 
in Europe since the fall of the Roman 
empire.’ Preserved Smith in his 
Erasmus” places the stress on the 
literary ability as well as the coura- 
geous isolation of the man. And it 
has been said that some of Shake- 
speare’s lines are “directly reminis- 
cent of Erasmus.”

BATON ROUGE, La., Dee. 8.—(#) 
Flag raising on the Louisiana State 
University campus was delayed three 
hours today by the hanging in effigy 
of Dr. James M. Smith, president of 
the college, by unidentified persons 
who resented his stern discipline in 
the student-faculty row over Huey 
Long’s censorship of the Reville, 
S. U. student publication. 

When L. P. Montgomery, of Ham- 
mond, La., a sophomore in the school 
of engjneering, went out at 6:45 a. m. 
to raise the flag he found an echo 
of the wave of citizens’ mass effigy 
burnings held for Long and other) 
state leaders in Louisiana towns @ 
year ago. 

A grotesque, straw-stuffed figure 
was discovered hanging from the hal- 
yards of the central flag pole, bear- 
ing the denisive inscription: 

“James Monroe Smith, ‘Jimmie the 
Stooge,’ hanged December 8, 1934.” 

Reserve corps authorities quickly 
had the hanged image cut down and 
spirited it away before many per- 
sons caught sight of it. 

Asked whether there would be an 
investigation of the affair, Dr. ‘Smith 
replied that he didn’t know there had 
been a hanging. 

The greased pole had to be cleaned 
and other repairs had to be made to 
the rigging which delayed the raising 
for the flag until 10 a. m. 

Students reported that in their be- 
lief some one during the cold night 
hooked the effigy onto the ropes which 
raise and lower the flag and hoisted 
it to the halyards where it hung un- 
til its discovery after daylight. 

The effigy hanging served today 
to revive the controversy over cen- 
sorship of the Reveille which was for- 
bidden from publishing any criticism 
of Senator Long such as the recent-

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Small Towns To Benefit 
hy Reduction for Exper- 
imental Period. | 


Pursuing its theory that low utility | 


rates stimulate business for the utili- 
ties and benefit the public as well, 
the Georgia public service commission 
Saturday ordered express companies’ 
in the state to reduce rates 25 to 50 
‘per cent on traffic between small 


towns. 

The new rate’ order, which will be- 
come effective December 15 and. con- 
tinue in force during an experimental 
period until June 30, 1935, instruets 
me two express companies operating 
in Georgia to put in effect the same 
rates on commodities, between inter- 
mediate points as are now in effect 
between head line points. 

This means, said Chairman Jud P. 
Wilhoit, of the commission, that hun- 
dreds of towns will now have the 


same proportionate rates as apply be-} 


tween head line, or larger city, points. 
There are 27 such head line points 
in Georgia, in the larger cities of the 
state. 

Wilhoit said the order would apply 
to 90 per cent: of the total business 
handled by the express companies, 
Southeastern. Express, and Railway 
Express agency. He said the com- 
panies had agreed to institute the 
cuts. 

In traffic circles the belief was ex- 
pressed that the new rates would put 
the express companies in position to 
compete with motor trucks in the han- 
dling of fast-moving traffic. 

The commission ordered the compa- 


L.| nies to keep accurate records on ton- 


nage, income and operating expenses 
during the experimental period, after 
which the commission will decide what 
is to be done about the rates.

Ethiopia Charges 
Aggression to Italy 


ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia, Dec. 8. 
()—~The Ethiopian government today 
denied Rome reports that armed Ethi- 
opians attacked an Italian outpost 
Wednesday, asserted the Italians took 
the initiative and ordered _ its charge 
d'affaires at Rome to file vigorous 
protest. 

Native forces. from the Italian So- 
maliland started the clash, Emperor 
Hailie Selassie’s government charged, 
adding that these forces now have ad- 
vanced 75 miles into Ethiopian terri- 
tory. 

The official version here was that 
the Italian forces, armed with tanks, 
artillery and planes, attached them- 
selves ta Abyssinian forces escorting 
a joint British-Abyssinian commis- 
sion engaged in surveying grazing 
land. 

After the battle, it’ was charged, 
the Italians’ pushed still farther into 
Ethiopian territory. ~ 

The frontiers between Abyssinia 
and the adjacent Italian colonies of 
Eritrea and Somaliland have yet to 
be defined. 


ROME, Dec. 8.—(#)—An official 
communique issued tonight declared 
“false and tendencious” dispatches 
from Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, assert- 
ing Italian forces were the aggres- 
sors in an affray between Italians 
and Ethiopians December 5.

Several members of the faculty at 
Georgia Tech discussed the experi- 
mental work at that institution, with 
paper pulp supplied by Dr. Herty’s 
laboratory. 

C. A. Jones, head of the textile en- 
gineering department ; Harry 
Vaughan, acting director of the ex- 
periment station; Harold Bunger and 
O. Y.’ Brannock, chemists at Georgia 
Tech, were among those who have had 
A part in the work. 


Chancellor Weltner exhibited a 
woven seal of Georgia Tech, made in 
the experiment station there of rayon. 

Professor Vaughan said the experi- 
ment station produced its first yarn 
from pine pulp many months ago, and 
later began weaving rayon textiles 
from this yarn. 

_He said a high quality of textile 
was required for weaving, such as was 
done on the seal. Chancellor Weltner 
said Dr. Herty. himself was a former 
student at the University of Georgia, 
and that his work, and that of the 
Tech engineers spoke highly of the 
benefits of higher education.

F It is the forgotten game—the one the records of the tourna- 
» . ment do not include since they are dated with the construction 
| of the new Rose Bowl. | 
The city of Pasadena began this Tournament of 

Roses on January 1, 1902, and nominated Stanford, 

Alabama’s opponent, on January 1, 1934, to play for 

the west. 

Michigan’s great point-a-minute eleven, which had. rolled 
up the tremendous total of 501 points to none for opponents, 
was nominated to play for the east. 

The invitation came a bit late. There was deep 
snow at Ann Arbor. The squad ran around the field 
every afternoon, plodding through the snow for.a few 
days, and then entrained. | 
en players made the trip. With two managers and a 

coach. 
| Dan McGugin, at Vanderbilt for 30 years, was in, the line. 

Willie Heston, one of the great backs; Neil Snow, “Boss” 

Weeks and a half named Hernsten were in the backfield. 

They stopped at San Francisco and practiced. This 
was on December 26. They halted at a hotel mi 
way between Los Angeles and Pasadena. . 

On the afternoon of January 1 Stanford and Michigan met, 
following the Tournament of Roses in the morning, They played 
at Pasadena, but the Rose Bowl was not built at that time. 

They played 30-minute halves in those days. With 
15 minutes left to play in the second half, Stanford had 
used up all 27 of her players and needed to substitute. 

They consulted. Michigan was leading, 49 to 0. 
Stanford was willing to go on if the players, all of whom 

had been used in that half, could be resubstituted. The Michigan 
team was willing—with the exception of Boss Weeks. 

“‘We’ve scored 501 points before coming here,” he 
said, “and 49 out here. That makes 550 to none for 
our opponents. If we keep'on we'll get careless and 
someone may pick up a fumble and score on us. 

“T’ll tell you what we’ll do,” said “‘Boss’? Weeks. “We'll 
run a few more plays and then the timer will blow his whistle | 
and end the game.” 

And so they did. With approximately 13 minutes 
left to play the game was ended. It went into the rec- 
ords as a completed game.

_No major team has accomplished that scoring feat—550 
points against major foes and not one point scored by them.

There 
will be shapes like great shells with the sea-nymphs inside 
them; shapes of animals, of ships, of buildings, of towers and 
others created out of vivid imaginations. 

Once there came a float depicting a mountain with 
flowers at its base. And from the sides of the miniature 
mountain beautiful gals in bathing suits threw real snow- 

balls at the crowd. The snow had been brought down 
from the mountains early that morning. 
This -spectacle attracts thousands. And in the afternoon 
there is the game at the Rose Bowl—which wasn’t built when 
Stanford met Michigan in 1902.

If you want to be ecriti- 
eal, it is true that Jones’ shots hit a 
trifle nearer the middle of the fair- 
way, so that he undoubtedly had less 
likelihood of error. But there weren't 
any errors. 

Jones and Little used a wood club 
off the fairway only on the longest 
holes, and Little outdistanced Jones 
on two wallops from the grass, but 
on the last hole, a par 5, lost his 
ball in the gathering gloom by hitting 
a stray shot with a brassie off the 
fairway. Jones didn’t lose his ball 
on that occasion, but hit it into a 
trap and lost a stroke I imagine he 
had the better of that exchange. 


It was in the iron play of the 
two golfers that the ordinary gallery- 
ite -would receive his greatest sur- 
prise. Including the four short holes, 
they had 18 shots to play with some 
kind of an iron club. Here again 
Lawson was closer to the pin on 10 
occasions; but it should be remarked 
in passing that he did not win & 
single hole in doing so, while Jones 
laid two shots stiff to the pin for 
winning birdies. One, on the ,167- 
yard seventh hole, Jones laid the ball 
so close to the pin that his putt for 
a 2 was conceded. On the 16th he 
banged a shot of 160 yards to within 
four feet of the pin and quickly tank- 
ed the putt. 
JONES’ PUTTS DROP. 

It was in the putting game that 
Jones demonstrated the superiority 
which enabled him to outscorée his 
young rival by more than five strokes. 
Lawson was having a contrary time 
with his putter and wound up with 
an average of even two putts per 
green; which is not championship 
golf, as some writers erroneously 
state. Championship golf runs about 
32 putts for 18 holes, not 36. Bobby 
Jones was putting nicely and went 
around in just 30 putts. 

There are old men who can g0 
around a course and use up only 30 
putts, but they are so weak in the 
long game that they have to make an 
approach to the green after being 
short on their second shots. _ This 
short approach leaves them with a 
putt of five feet or less, arid brings 
down their putting average. bby 
was shooting at the green from a 
much greater distance away; say 
yards or more, and naturally was left 
with a-number of 40 or 30-foot putts. 
When he did get a reasonable oppor- 
tunity he usually cashed in en it. 
As far as the match went, it was fh

Allowing for ‘the improvement that this year’s Stanford team 
has undoubtedly made over last year’s performance, as well as the added 


experience, we believe that Alabama 


will keep its Rose Bowl record un- 


blemished by defeat and that the Tide will win by at least-two. touchdowns, 


probably about 27-7. 


A great deal has been said in the, 


papers about the individual stars of 
both teams, but what about the two 
teams in general? It is our humble 
belief that if there is one thing alone 
that will bring victory to the ‘Tide, 
it is kicking.

But this one is slightly different 
and has to do with the boy who fe- 
placed Red, who gaw to it that Red 
really was finished. The boy’s name 
is Beattie Feathers, whose cleverness 
is vouched for by the fact that he 
quit playing baseball with the Cin- 


cinnati Reds and joined the ranks of 
the Chicago Bears. 

Beattie Feathers learned to play 
football under Major Bob Neyland at 
the University of Tennessee. Even 
then he was a pretty fair country 
footballer. In fact, he was chosen on 
most of the all-star teams in 1983.

On 1935 Hudsons 


And Terraplanes 


Final road and laboratory tests 
have now been completed on the 1935 
Terraplane and Hudson cars and cars 
will soon be coming off the assembly 
line at the Hudson plant. The tests 
on these cars have been unusually ex- 
heustive, totaling over a half million 
miles of road driving alone. Some of 
the ears out on the road have been 
driven well over 100.000 miles and 
recently one of the 1935 engines was 
put through the most searching dyna- 
mometer tests ever given an automo- 
bile engine. This test is probably only 

. paralleled by those given aviation en- 
gines. ‘ 

During this dynamometer test the 
engine runs under full speed for nine 
days straight; 208 hours steadily, at 
car speeds from 76 to 84 miles an 
hour. In this test the crankshaft 
made fifty million revolutions. Each 

iston traveled nearly 8,000 miles. 

he spark plugs fired 25,000,000 
times. A year’s operation at top speed 
is approximated in this test as it rep- 
resents a total of 17.000 miles of car 
travel. From the data compiled in 
this laboratory test, as well as on 
the road, a number of refinements have 
been made in the cars to even fur- 
ther increase their performance and 
ruggedness. 

One of the features of the new 
cars will be the welded all-steel roof 
which has been the dream of body 
manufacturers ever since the steel 
body was first created. The big prob- 
lem has been the elimination of the 
drumming sound caused by the dia- 
phragm action of the roof. Strange 
to say,‘ the lessons learned in the 
control of audible vibrations discov- 
ered by radio engineers has finally 
led to the accomplishment of damp- 
ing out these vibrations and eliminat- 
ing all drumming sounds. 

The other development is an entire- 
ly new method of automobile control 
which entirely clears the front com- 
partment of shifter lever and emer- 
gency brake lever. The details of this 
are kept secret by the Hudson Motor 
Car Company for the present, but it 
will probably be one of the most talk- 
ed about features for 1935.

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Eight Member's of Body 
Spend Five Days in Re- 
gion Studying Plants, 
Animals, Birds.

That the Okefenokee swamp is a 
wonderland of nature, teeming with 
birds and other forms of animal life 
as well as plant. life, which should 
by all means be conserved, as a na- 
tional park or preserve, was the unan- 
imous and enthusiastic opinion of 
members of the Georgia ety of 
Naturalists who last week made their 
third annual expedition into the re- 
ion. Their observations contradicted 
n.not a few major points the report 
on the swamp made by a recent con- 

essional investigating committee. 

ight members of the society made the 
trip from November 30 through De- 
cember 4 with Edwin V: Komarek and 
Jeff McCord as associates in special 
investigations. The members included 
Lucien Harris Jr., president; H. Reid 
Hunter, secretary; Robert C. Rhodes, 
W. B. Baker, Frederick V. Hebard, 
Ralph Wager, Herbert L. Sto§dard 
and H. A. Carter. 


Society Entertained. 

On Friday, November 30, the so- 
ciety was entertained at Coleraine 
plantation, where members were the 
guests of Mr. and Mrs. D. L. Hebard. 
After dinner Mrs. Hebard showed 
some motion pictures of animals taken 
in the Okefenokee swamp and at the 
Huron Mountain Club in Michigan.4 
The Okefenokee film was featured by 
action pictures of a 12-foot alligator, 
which Mrs. Hebard photographed at 
close range while her guide infuriated 
the heast by pelting it with sticks. 
She complained that the guide forced 
her to stop phetographing for fear 
the enraged animal might rush the 
small boat and inflict serious in- 
jury. The sentiment of the members 
of the society was in favor of the 
guide's action. Mrs. Hebard’s Michi- 
gan film included what is probably 
the most remarkable series of pictures 
of a wild black bear that has ever 
been taken. 

After an early breakfast on Satur- 
day the members of the society drove 
from Coleraine through Folkston to 
Camp Cornelia at the end of fhe old 
lumber canal, where guides were pre- 
paring to take the party into the 
swamp. Due to the careful planning 
of Mr. Hebard, the trip was made 
without a hitch. The guides, headed 
by “Gad” Rodenberry, proved to be 
most efficient in their work as well 
as keen observers of wild life. Much 
of the success of the trip was due 
to their tireless efforts to see that 
the members of the society got what 
they wanted in the way of speci- 
mens. 

At Camp Cornelia the party dotbled 
in size, taking on eight guides and 
Mr. and Mrs, Rcauties Gay, -who took 
chacge of the commissary under the 

int direction of W. B. Baker and 

d- Komarek.. Two large motor boats 
were required to transport the party 
and their equipment; food and camp 
equipment had been sent in the day 
before by the guides. The fastest boat 
was sent ahead to pick up materials 
that had been stored at Coffee bay. 

Trip Down Canal. 

The trip down the canal, which 
is now 40 years old, was approxi-; 
mately 11 miles to the entrance to 
Chase prairie. The water level was 
so low and the boats so heavily load- 
ed that shearing pins on the motors 
were twice clipped on submerged logs. 
The canal is bordered by dense growths 
of shrubs and trees, 

Two species were outstanding in 
their beauty at this season. Qne is 
the famous Titi, a species of Cyrilla, 
which is known in the swamp as the 
“hurrah bush.” ‘Thes® shrubs were 
laden with long brown streamers ar- 
ranged in a circular fashion, like the 
epokes of a wheel, and bearing the dry 
seeds of the shrub. The Dahoon hol- 
ly, Tlex cassina, was heavily fruited 
with brilliant red berries. It was 
said that this year’s holly has a 
heavier growth of fruits than has 
ever been seen. To the laymen’s eye, 
the leaf of this holly is very much 
like that of a live oak in shape, in- 
stead of the spiny leaf of the conven- 
tional Christmas holly. 

The water itself is a striking fea- 
ture of the swamp. It is brown, but 
not with suspended matter or silt. Its 
color comes from tannic acid leached 
out of decaying vegetation; to one 
watching the prow of a boat cutting 
through this water the absurd simile 
of riding over a river of strong tea 
keeps recurring. While the water can 
be called clear, its transparency is 
low, although there is no turbidity 
evident. 

Along the canal there was an abund- 
ance of bird life to be seen. enty- 
one species of birds were found be- 
tween Camp Cornelia and Coffee bay. 
These, in order of their first occur- 
rence, were the brown-headed nut- 
hatch. blue jay, red-bellied woodpeck- 
er, mockingbird, robins, red-tailed 
hawk, turkey vulture, king rail, cat- 
bird, cardinal, Ward’s heron, kingfish- 
er, ruby-crowned'  kinglet, pileated 
woodpecker, downy woodpecker, pee. 
be, marsh hawk, redwinged blackbird 
(a flock estimated at 500 individuals 
was seen just below Big Bend) Filor- 
fda barred owl, sharp-shinned hawk, 
and pied-bill grebe. 

At Coffee Bay, during a stop to 
take on additional supplies, Herbert 
Stoddard took a .410 gauge shotgun 
and went looking for jacksnipe. He 
reported ten birds, six of which were 
in gunshot, and four“ of these he 
brought back to the boat. Killdeer 
were also found on the flats in this 
region. Numbers of other birds, in- 
cluding 16 American egrets, were 
seen between Coffee Bay and the 
entrance to Chase Prairie. 

y Across Prairie. 

At this point the party changed 
from two motor boats to eight boats 
_of various types: all were of shallow 
draft and were poled across the prai- | 
- pie by the guides. There was very lit-' 
the water on the prairie excent in 
the channel, which follows old alli- 
gator runs and therefore is quite 
erooked. In places the boats passed 
through thin swamp muck rather than 
water, making navigation very diffi- 
cult with heavily loaded boats. After 
three miles of this sort of transpor- 
tation a landing was reached 
in a cypress bay. From this landing 
a boardwalk leads into Floyd's Is- 
land. The walk is elevated some three 
feet above the ground, which here 
consists of muck and sand, just firm 
enough for a cautious footing. This 
beard walk, by the way, measures 
about ten inches in width and four-

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day afternoon. Mrs. Gay, who had 
crossed Chase Prairie in the first 
boat, soon had a hot lunch for the 
group, which in view of ee cold 
weather and overcast skies, was just 
exactly right. , 

The rest of the afternoon was spent 
in preparation for intensive work. 
Sixty traps for small mammals were 
set, bird-glasses and note-books tame 
out of duffel bags, botanists set up 
their equipment, collecting nets for 
fishes were made ready, and 
Rhodes, whose chief interest is micro- 
oF ic animal life, produced a trick 
olding miscrescope and vast numbers 
of collecting bottles. A “vertebrate 
laboratory” was set up in a small 
cabin near the hunting lodge and 
served for the combined activities 
of bird and mammal work. 

Two Areas Studied. 

Two main areas on Floyd's Isiand 
were under study. Floyd's . Island 
hammock, near the lodge, yielded val- 
uable data on mammal life. birds 
and plants. Gordonia lasianthus, the 
closest relative of. the famous lost 
tree of Bartram, Gordonia altamaha, 
was found here in some numbers, as 
were several species of magnolia. The 
other area was entirely different in 
nature, consisting of “sand . scrub’ | 
country, in which palmettos and 
scrub oaks were abundant and typical 
vegetation. In addition to these areas, 
Floyd’s Island prair’e, Chase prairie, 
and the canal were given a great deal 
of attention. It is impossible in re- 
sume to give the details of each day’s 
work. These“ details will appear later 
in the publication of the Georgia So- 
ciety of Naturalists. 

Typical routine for the day’s work 


ing lunches of two-inch thick sand- 
wiches, and scattering in every diret- 
tion with or without guides. Late in 
the afternoon the party would begin 
to reassemble at the camp, straggling 
in singly or in two's or three’s, Field 
preparation of specimens occupied the 
time until supper and in some cases 
far into the night. After supper each 
evening a general conference was held, 
primarily to compile the bird records 
for the day. A census for each day 
was compiled by Fred Hebard, who 
is preparing a list of the winter birds 
of the Okefinokee swamp for publica- 
tion by the society. The largest yield 
for one day was on December 3, when 
67 species of birds were observed, 
with a census count of 6,061 individ- 
uals. An unfortunate error in trans- 
mitting the wiered story from Way- 
cross at the conclusion of the trip 
set this figure at 606, or 10 per cent 
f its correct value. 
e round-tailed muskrat, Neofiber 
was found to be abundant at 
Bay and on Floyd's Island 
This species was originally 
described from central Florida and 
its presence in the Okefinokee swamp 
was revealed by Francis Harper some 
years ago. Cotton rate were abund- 
ant in the sand scrub and _ cotton 
mice were common in the hammock. 
One shrew was taken in the’ ham- 
mock. Mole runs were in evidence 
in several places, but no _ pocket- 
gopher or “salamander” mounds were 
to be seen. 
No Gopher Found. 

The guides all agreed that the 
gopher does not occur in the swamp. 
Bobcat, deer and bear, among the 
larger mammals, were on the island. 
Rice rats were in evidence in spots 
on Floyd's Island Prairie. Flying 
squirrels were abundant in the ham- 
mock, where they could be seen and 
heard any night. Gray squirrels were 
restricted to cypress bays, insofar as 
observations over a short time indi- 
cated. 

Dr. Baker collected specimens of 
Wwampee root as well as seeds and 
roots of “bonnets” or water lilies. 
He learned from his work, which was 
confirmed by Harry Chesser, one of 
the guides, that the yellow species 
is found on Floyd’s Island Prairie 
and the white form on Chase Prairie, 
although the two areas are sepa- 
rated by a quarter of a mile of island 
and three-quarters of a mile of cy- 
press bay. There is water connec- 
tion around each end of the island. 
The reason for this restricted dis- 
tribution was not learned, although 
some fundamental soil difference is 
suspected. 

The main body of the party left 
the swamp on Tuesday, leaving Her- 
bert Stoddard and Ed Komarek to 
continue their work for two more 
days. Stops were made on the way 
down the canal to pick up some alli- 
gator skeletons and the skull of an 
otter that the guides had located. 

Studies Continued. 

Folkston was reached late in the 
afternoon and the third arnual ex- 

edition of the Georgia Society of 
jaturalists into the Okefinokee was 
a thing of the past. Studies on the 
materials collected are now going for- 
ward and will form the foundation 
for a series of reports later. A few 
other typical areas remain to be stud- 
ied and will be included by the society 
on future trips.

The importance of the proposed 
national park in. the Florida Evgr- 
glades is a step toward the protec- 
tion of the fast diminishing game 
fowl of America, and the preserva- 
tion of the only tropical area of 
the country, is convincingly pre- 
sented in 2 communication, appear- 
ing on the opposite page, from 
from Ernest F. Coe, executive 
chairman of the Everglades, Na- 
tional Park Association.

Roosévelt last May, but, as Mr. Coe 
points out, much remains to be done 
before the park will become a real- 
ity. The act merely authorizes the 
park and pledges the government to 
accept the area when it is ceded by 
the state of Florida. 3 


The land must still be acquired 
by a commission appointed by the 
governor of Florida some months 
ago. The commission, by act of 
the state legislature, has the author- 
ity to acquire the land. When the 
land has been secured and ceded to 
the federal government, it will be 


federal park service. 


The project has the hearty sup- 
port of Governor Sholtz, who in a 
recent statement called attention to 
the fact that “no other spot in the 
United States excels the Everglades 
in its enchantment, mystery and 
strangeness of scenery and wild ani- 
mal life. Here we find nature un- 
changed through eons of time.” 

The park will- occupy about 
2,500 square miles, an area desig- 
nated by the United States weather 
bureau as “‘climatically tropical,” a 
distinction not held by any other 
section of continental United States. 
It is uniformly low-lying and prac- 
tically the whole area is composed 
of interlocking lakes, gulfs and con- 
necting waterways dividing up the 
land areas into thousands of islands, 
coastal reaches of miles of lovely 
beaches, open glades studded with 
island-like wooded hammocks and 
tropical: jungle forests. 

The area, located where the 
southern tip of the state slopes off 
into the Gulf of Mexico, has been 
considered of no economic value, all 
efforts to improve it having failed. 
Only the remnants of the Seminole 
tribe of Indians and a few hardy 
white hunters and fishermen have 
penetrated its fastnesses. It is, in 
many respects, as much a primeval 
mystery land as are the jungles of 
South America, and is the last stand 
of much of Florida’s wild life, con- 
taining hundreds of thousands of 
strange birds to be found nowhere 
else on the North American con- 
tinent. Bear and panther still roam 
its vast expanses. 

It comprises one of the few safe 
stopping-over places left in the 
United States for the migratory 
game birds that spend their win- 
ters in South America and their 
summers in Canada. 

The cféation of the Everglades 
national park project will round out 
the national park system by adding 
a new type of park to the national 
reserves. There are national parks 
now in mountainous, desert and 
plains regions, but none in a trop- 
ical or semi-tropical area. 

The development of America has 
reached the state where there are 
now practically no considerable 
areas, except those included in the 
national parks and the national for- 
est reserves, that remain in their 
pristine state. It is of inestimable 
value to the future, therefore, that 
the Everglades be preserved in their 
natural condition. The only way 
that this can be assured is through 
the creation out of their area of a 
national park, and the entiré coun- 
try should be deeply interested in 
the prospect that the project will 
soon be consummated.

WE LEAD IN CLAYS 
The majority of Georgians will 
undoubtedly be surprised to learn 
that their state led the nation in 
the production of clays and Fuller's 
earth during 1933, and that it will 


probably repeat this record this|p 
year. 


No one section of the state has 
the’ advantage of others in the pos- 
session of valuable clay deposits, 
although the clays vary in nature 
and are used for different pur- 
poses. In 1933 nearly a million 
and a half dollars was paid for the 
sedimentary kaolins of middle Geor- 
gia for use as paper filler, china 
and fire clay. Clays in southeast 
Georgia are being used in filtering 
minerals. The north Georgia coun- 
ties of Dade and Walker are fur- 
nishing similar clays for the same 
purpose. 

Most of the commercial clay de- 
posits of Georgia lie considerable 
distances beneath the surface. Huge 
juggernauts are at work in the vd- 
rious fields, scooping many tons of 
earth up at a time. Many of these 
mechanical monsters have eaten 
their way deep into the ground and 
operate now in depressions hun- 
dreds of feet deep. ; 

The possession of these clays 
adds to the advantages of Georgia 
aS a paper manufacturing center. 
The experiments of Dr. Herty have 
already proven that every type of- 
paper, from coarse wrappers to 
highly calendered printing papers, 
can be produced from the slash 
pine. No paper-making section now 
has this double advantage of sup- 
plying both the pulp and the filler 
for fine papers. 

The clay industry in Georgia has 
been slow to get under way, and 
slower to gain general recognition, 
but the announcement in the min- 
erals yearbook of the United States 
bureau of mines that more clays 
from Georgia than from any other 
state were used in 1933 should 
invigorate this little-sung industry.

We are accustomed to saying that 
our nation was born July 4, 1776. 
But in leoking back over our history 

Fg since that day, we 
may well lay our 
emphasis upon the 


fancy. That spirit 
must have 


forgotten, 
matter how great 
may be its indus- 
; Swe trial progress, or 
the increased returns of the ceusus, a 
nation only grows with the growth of 
the consciousness of all the people of 
common interests and ideals. 
Local Interests. 

That a century and a half of .his- 
tory should only have brought us to 
the threshold of national maturity; is 
not strange. Indeed, in the light of 
that history, the growth has been re- 
markably rapid. When we remember 
the vast territory settled, with its 
well-nigh limitless variety of soil and 
climate, giving an environment to 
each community, which produced its 
own peculiar interests; when we re- 
call the varied nationalities which peo- 
pled our country, coming with their 
racial and traditional characteristics, 
we needanot wonder that politics be- 
came a constant clash of conflicting 
interests and that provincial prejudices 
and local self-assertion found expres- 
sion in every campaign. 

It was inevitable that we should be- 
come a federation of provinces, rather 
than a union of people. Then we 
must note the change, which came 
with such subtile but potent effect, 
and learn its lesson. 
which has been, and is, nationalizing 
the whole country, did not, and never 
can, come from Washington. 
government can not nationalize the 
people, but: the people must nationalize 
the government. So this nationalizing 
influence was nothing less than the 
expansion of local interests, until they 
became national interests. It does 
not mean that Washington has ex- 
anded, but that Atlanta, or New Or- 
eans, has expanded until her interests 
circle every state. 

Each one of us has been too prone 
to approach every question from the 
standpoint of his local interest. This 
has been our political technique, which 
has found expression in the appropri- 
ate phrase, “log rolling.” Representa- 
tives of the nation in congress too 
turns in rolling local logs—promoting 
local psig, © > Paty each other.

Alexander H. Stephens, vice presi- 
dent of the Confederacy, was born 
near Crawfordville, Ga., in 1812, He 
was a leader in organizing the Whig 
party in Georgia and in 18438 was 
elected to congress. He was elected 
vice president of the Confederacy in 
1862 and in 1864, with Robert Toombs 
and Alexander Stephens was a leader 
in the Georgia peace party. In 1871 
he edited the Atlanta Sun and in 
1882 was elected governor of the state, 
dying before the end of his term. 

James Edward Oglethorpe was born 
in London, England. He brought the 
first colony of settlers to Georgia, 
landing at Savannah.

There are 
many, no doubt, *who leave the doc- 
tor’s bill to the last because they be- 
lieve him to be in good economic cir- 
cumstances. The painful truth is that 
the average income of the American 
physician today is hardly better than 
that of the skilled workman in many 
trades. If, then, your splendid edi- 
torial will arouse that group of the 
population using the physician’s serv- 
ices on a compensable basis to pay 
with reasonable promptness their obli- 
gations, the physician’s economic sit- 
uation will not ofily be measurably 
improved but his fine talents, dissi- 
pated-too often by worry over his in- 
ability to meet his ordinary living ex- 
penses, will be released in the direc- 
tion of more efficient service to his 
patients. :

Acreage Reduction 
Contracts Not Affected 
By the Bankhead Act 


Editor Constitution: The cotton 
growers of the south ate to vote on 
the Bankhead act. 

It is a fact that this act does not 
change the acreage reduction con- 
tracts which were made as a civil 
contract with the government before 
the Bankhead act was ever passed 
for the first year. 

The acreage reduction contracts. 
commonly called “rental contracts” 
by the farmer, were made for two 
years. They provided for a reduc- 
tion in acreage of approximately 40 
per cent in the year 1934 and for 
about 25 per cent redaction for the 
year 1935. In consideration of this 
agre@ment by the farmer to reduce 
his cotton acreage he is being paid 
certain sums of money by the govern- 
ment, 

That contract with the government 
was for two years and it stands, re- 
gardless of the farmer’s vote on the 


front. The man who tells us what /14th 


_ The only issue involved in the vote 
is does he, the cotton grower, want 
to vote down the Bankhead bill. 
This bill limits the free sale of the 
cotton that the farmer happens to 
make from his acreage which he did 
not rent to the government. It 
forces him to apply for permits un- 
der which he can sell his cotton, be- 
fore he can sell. 

If he happens to make more on his 
land which he does plant, it forces 
him to pay a tax on his excess cot- 
ton or worse still, forces him to pay 
a “dole” to some man possibly sloth- 
ful, who did not stay on his job and 
make his allotment of cotton.

Dangers In The Church: An Eco- 
nomic Experiment. Quoting from an 
editorial in The Presbyterian Banner: 
‘Dangers ap- 
peared at once in 
the church; they 
always do when 
any new move- 
ment is attempt- 
ed. Singularly 
enough, the very 
first was a ven- 
ture into the field 
o f economics. 
These early 
Christians were 
mostly poor, but 
they also belong- 
ed to different 
financial gradés 
of society and 
HERMAN L. TURNER they soon found 
that out. Some of them were in dis- 
tress and Christian brotherhood 
prompted the little group to provide 
means of relief. 

It then oecurred to them that they 
might solve this problem at a stroke 
by placing their goods in a common 
fund and sharing alike in its distribu- 
tion. The idea was hailed with en- 
thusiasm and the fund was establish- 
ed. Communism was their new social 
order. It looked good to them and it 
looks good yet to many people. Why 
should any one be in want in the 
midst of all our plenty? Is it not 
a shame to us Christians that any of 
our brethren are in want or even that 
they should have less than we have? 
This doctrine is being preached in 
some pulpits. 

And so the first church set up a 
communistic social order: how did it 
work? Very badly, even disastrously. 
Almost at once there was strife over 
the division of funds, some claiming, 
that they were not getting their share. 
Next a worse evil deyeloped, a spirit 
of lying got into them and they be- 
gan to tell falsehoods about their 
property and. about how much they 
had put into the common fund. They 
made out false income tax returns 
and evaded paying their full share. 
This brought tragic judgment upon 
them, 

A later result was that the Chris- 
tian churches out through the Gentile 
world were taking up coll¢ tions to 
support these people in tlhe church 
in Jerusalem: they had apparently re- 
duced themselves to poverty by their 
communism. We can fairly st 
that some of them stopped working 
and lay down on the relief furids. It 
worked the way communism and so- 
tialism have always worked: these 
very evils develop and wreck the 
scheme, , 

The lesson is that the church should 
keep out of the economic field. Its 
ministers are not trained inthis com- 
plex and difficult business and soon 
show it when they lead the church 
into it. Their motives are good but 
their knowledge is defective and their 
judgment unsound. Their hearts are 
tender, but they are unaware of the 
hard realities of economic laws. 

This old lesson so strikingly taught 
by this economic venture of the early 
church should keep us out of this 
ditch and it should be left to the eco- 
nomists and politicians for it belongs 
to them as their specialty. Socialis- 
tic ministers that take this subject 
into their er and ecclesiastical as- 
semblies should go out and join the 
socialist party, or hire a hall and start 
one of their own, This is the way 
these changes are brought about and 
they should not trouble the church 
with their economic incompetence. Of 
course this is not saying that Chris- 
tian men and ministers should not be 
interested in and take part in_ dis- 
cussing and settling these problems. 
But the technical settlement of them 
is not the business of the church, 
and when it tries to do this it is 
likely to do harm in spite of its good 
motives.”

Nanchang, Chiang Kai-shek, General- 

issimo of China, while desperately at- 

tempting to consolidate that part of the 
country remaining under his power, found time 
not long ago to set himself a new role—dictator 
ef feminine fashions. 

In between. the hours he spends planning 
campaigns against Communists and bandits who 
swarm the rocky slopes and flat plains of 
Kiangsi, the general has snatched a few min- 
utes in which to formulate a set of iron-clad 
rules governing matters which women the world 
over have always considered a question of per- 
sonal prerogative. 

But now the women of China are summarily 
told that there are 10 commandments which 
they must obey. 

For Chiang, man of steel who has always 
worn the: most severely plain uniforms and who 
has little patience with those who are con- 
cerned with fashion’s whims; Chiang, China's 
Spartan who frowns upon the more luxurious 
amenities of living, who has never learned to 
dance ‘or, much less, wished to; Chiang, arbi- 
trator of women’s dress, has decreed a list of 
do's and don'ts. 

“No woman is allowed 
clothes,’’ he admonishes from his Kiangsi retreat. 

But fashion, on the other hand, has decided 
that gowns must be fitted closely and expertly, 
emphasizing the willowy’slimmness which is the 
heritage of Chinese women.

New. Orleans who, until she was twenty-one, 
never saw the land of her Cantonese ancestors, 
are much more particular about details pre 
scribeG py current fashions than are American 
women.

The time came whe 
posessed her thoughts—and her— 
completely. 

The spiritual attachment be- 
came a physical one as well early 
this year. Doke suspected noth- 
ing. The lovers knew. intense 
heartache when they were apart 
and corresponding delight when 
they were together. Lamar, a 
budding poet, whose work had al- 
ready been published in some rep- 
utable magazines, wrote burning, 
passionate yerses to his darling. 
They began exchanging emotional, 
longing letters, full of references 
to the night, the stars, and their 
overpowering love. 

Made reckless because of their 
hunger for each other, they took 
chances in order to meet. and 
make love, with the result that 
the community began to suspect 
the affair.

Eventually Doke discovered that 
there was an attachment. just 
how deep and how complete he 
did not know, between his wife 
and the student.

She failed to keep this promise. 

On June 16 she wrote: 

“Dearest:
